Thank you. |
want to begin by just offering ny deepest
condol ences to the French famly, the
Superintendent, and to the entire Chicago Police

Depart nent.
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When signing up for this work, |
knew that it was a difficult job and a city where
many communi ties believe constitutional policing
doesn't exist and nost officers believe they are
overly scrutinized and under appr eci at ed.

Sinmply put, police accountability
is one of the nost polarizing social issues of
our tinme. And despite our training and
pr of essi onal detachnment fromthe work itself,
there are nonments when the circunstances that
we're called to address and i nvestigate can
i npact us personally.

The death of any person in a
shooting, civilian, sworn, young, old, they all
| eave an indelible mark on each of us.

Over the years, | personally felt
sadness and at tines hel pl essness when |
responded to the scene of a shooting or heard
communi ty nmenbers describe their experiences, sat
with famlies who have | ost | oved ones or |earned
of an officer's grave injuries sustained in the
line of duty.

O ficer French's death was anot her

such nonent of trenendous sadness for ne as a

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not her of a daughter but al so as a resident of
this great city. Her loss is felt by us all.
And particularly by the nen and wonman w th whom
she served.

At Oficer French's wake, you could
not hel p but recogni ze the deep canaraderi e,
support, and sense of famly the Police
Departnent displayed in this tinme of profound
grief. It is to be admred.

The anal ytical |ens that COPA nust
use in order to do our job, to interact wth both
conpl ai nants and officers, to review video and
ot her evidence, to facilitate trainings, neet
with the public, none of that renoves the fact
that at its core, in each and every one of these
incidents there's actual people, actual |ives
that are inpacted, lives that are | ost or forever
altered. And today we take a nonent to nourn the
| oss of an officer's |life and pray for the
continued recovery of another, Oficer Yanez's.

Earlier today at Oficer French's
funeral, Cardinal Blase Cupich shared how
Eli zabeth French told himthat it was her

daughter's ability to connect with people that

And on to ny report for COPA for
t he | ast nonth.

| wanted to talk a little bit about
three different things that we've been doing that
are a little different than just the statistics
about what cases we've cl osed or conplaints that
have cone in.

Three things that COPA engaged in
over the last nonth that | think are worth
noting. Nunber one is the return to the ability
to train at CPD s acadeny. W had two different
i nstances where we were able to, nunber one,
first meet wwth new recruits and sort of explain
what COPA is, how we do the work that we do, and
what they can expect if they ever cone into a
COPA investigation, either as a wtness or as an

accused officer.
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It is really inportant to make sure
t hat new people signing up to serve our city in
the capacity of a police officer understand how
t he broader police accountability systemis at
play in the work that they will be doing. So it
is aprivilege to have the opportunity to address
all of those nen and wonen that conme in as new
recruits.

In addition to that, we al so have
the opportunity to return to the acadeny a second
time to talk to a pronotional class, to talk to
| eaders who are becomng lieutenants in the
Departnent. And while many of them have known of
COPA or I PRA or OPS before us, to sort of
rei ntroduce ourselves and nake sure they had a
firmunderstanding of the role that we play in
this broader accountability systemis, again, a
privilege and an i nportant opportunity for our
agency.

So we are happy to take part in
both of those opportunities.

Secondly, we had a delegation from
the U . S. Custom and Border Protection Unit. It's

a federal |aw enforcenent agency of approxi mately
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43, 000 offi cers.

They cane here to Chicago because
they are constituting a new unit to conduct their
own oversight. And they had | earned about what
COPA does, how we do it, particularly with
respect to our transparency efforts and the
vi deo-rel ease policy that we inplenent on behalf
of the Gty, as well as our comunity and public
engagenent .

They cane to Chicago to see how we
wer e acconplishing what we've managed to
acconplish. And we spent a day with our staff
here at COPA talking to the nmen and wonen t hat
are serving in that unit and hel ping them as they
prepare to enbark on this journey.

And it was a uni que and rewardi ng
opportunity for our staff and | think as well as
the federal officers that joined us.

Primarily, because although we're
very differently situated, they're patrolling our
country's border in often renote and rural
pl aces, and we are here in the Chicago
participating in oversight of a very |large police

departnent in a very urban environnent; however,
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a lot of the thenes and chal |l enges that our
respective agencies face were the sane. And we
found a |l ot of common ground. And nore than
anything, it was a nonent of reflection for us as
an agency that we are, in fact, serving as an
exanpl e for how civilian oversight can | ook and
how oversi ght can be. And we're happy to share
sone of our chall enges and successes wth that
agency. That was a wonderful opportunity.

And lastly we had the ability this
nmonth to participate in Mayor Lightfoot's
Communi ty Budget Engagenent sessions.

As many of you are probably aware,
we are approachi ng budget season, and so to sit
down with community nenbers and | earn about what
their priorities for our Gty are and will be in
the future and how t he noney that we have to
al l ocate should be spent was a really inportant
opportunity.

There were many | eaders from across
the public safety sector, both fromthe Chicago
Police Departnent, the Fire Departnent, and all
aspects -- OEMC, all aspects of the public safety

sector, as well as all the other | eaders from
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other City agencies. And to sit around a table
W th conmmunity nmenbers and realize how

I nterconnected so many of the very different

i ssues we work on actually are was a really
interesting experience for all of us.

So happy to represent COPA in that
capacity. Happy to answer questions for, you
know, the community nenbers about the work that
we do, and to respond and be listening to hear
how we need to do it differently.

So that's the report | have for
today. Thank you for the opportunity.

O ficer French nost recently was a
nmenber of the Comunity Safety Team a very
inportant unit in our Departnent. During her
three-year career with the CPD, O ficer French
received nmultiple awards that included Departnment
accommodati on, a physical fitness award, and 14
honorabl e nmentions. She was tough. She was
brave. She was real police that we |ike to say,
but it was O ficer French's people skills and

conpassi on, her kindness, her fairness, her

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enpat hy, and her respect for others that nmade her
t he nodel for which a 21st century police officer
shoul d | ook Ii ke, shoul d be.

She will be sorely m ssed but never
forgotten.

People
fromall wal ks of |ife have joined the nen and
wonen for the CPD for prayer vigils across
Chicago for Oficer French and for her partners.

Manyof them turned out today |ining
the streets and the overpasses as Oficer
French's funeral procession. Hundreds of cars
drove through the Cty and suburbs. Construction
wor kers, firefighters, delivery drivers, they al
pul | ed over on the side of the road, and they're
wavi ng at our officers, waving the Anerican fl ag.
Mot hers and their children waved, which was
amazing to see. W are gratified and thankf ul
for the outpouring of support. The nonent of
silence that you as the Board gave us, it neans
so much. And thank very nuch for the opportunity
to be here with you today. Thank you.

The house at 7416 M chi gan was
assi gned special attention, but no officers were
able to return to the block after being alerted

We see the value of this project

These officers are able to handl e
situations before they becone volatile and renedy
sonme things that our regular officers aren't
avai | abl e to do, because of the nunber of
hi gh-priority calls and the lack of a full
conpl enent of police officers in the districts.
